Captain Lewis, son of a millionaire 
manufacturer; 
Francis 
McGovern 


lawyer; State Senator Thomas Mor 
ris, lawyer; and Governor James 0 
Davidson. 
All of the candidates ex- 


cept the governor are La Follette 
men. Every effort has been made l>s 
the senator and his friends to elimin- 
ate somn of the candidates and con- 
centrate upon one man, with Mc- 
Govern as his choice, 
but nothing 


could be accomplished In that direc- 
tion and It Is said La Follette wll 
wash his hands of the gubernatorla: 
contest and take his chances with the 
rest. 


La Follette Is'not a close organizer, 


and the perfection 'of his so-called 
"machine" which landed him in the 
senate Is credited to W. D. Connor, 
who is not now counted as a friend o! 
the senator. La Follette's success 
will depend entirely upon how'falth- 
fully his friends BO to the 
polls on 


primary election days, and with four 
of his supporters In the field drum- 
ming up vote's for the position of gov- 
ernor, there ought to be no fearln re- 
gard Jo the size of the vote polled. 


But La Follette and his followers

Some of the more Influential sena- 


tors and representatives suggest that 
this list of possibilities may safely be 
cut In two. It is by no means cer- 
tain that the postal savings bank bill 
can get through, although President 
Taft is insisting that it shall not be 
sidetracked. 
The house undoubtedly 


will pass the anti-injunction legisla- 
tion the president sygggested, but the 
administration has received no assur- 
ance up to this time that the legisla- 
tion can be put through the senate.

JT would be possible by my wireless transmitter of great power, to 


light the entire United States. The" current' would pass into the 


air and, spreading In all directions, produce the effect of a strong 
aurora boron.!!!!.' It would be a soft light, but sufficient to distinguish 
objects. Some day soon my Idea will, be carried out. I would like 
nothing better than to undertake to Illuminate first the harbor of 
New York for a distance of, say, 100 miles around. 


•My present plan Is to distribute this light from a central station, 


which Is the most economical and also the best method of obtain- 
ing light of highest quality. My lamps will last forever, there being 
nothing in them to burn out. They are simply tubes or bulbs of glass 
hermetically sealed and containing nothing but rarefied gas. 


One advantage is the economy of production, which is greater 


than in any other light so far obtained. Still another is the wonderful 
quality of the light, which resembles sunlight so closely that it can- 
not be distinguished from it. It is very soothing to the eye, being 
diffused. A great saving will be effected by wireless distribution. I 
am intending chiefly to supply isolated dwellings which cannot be 
conveniently reached by wires or lighted in any of the ways hereto- 
fore used. 
• 


In this system of distribution there is absolutely no, difference 


where the dwelling is located. The force of the current is, the same. 
The house might be 12,000 mile* from the plant or 12 feet, it would 
be the same. The plant consists of only a little transformer which 
could easily be carried In the pocket, and will be sufficient to light 
the whole.house. The current may be conveyed to the individual 
lamps either by wires, or;all wires might be dispensed with and the 
lights rendered portable.

Among other things the same current can bq used -to carry the 


human voice or the telegraphic code. One plant will do all this 
without interference of one action with the other. This is done by 
the use of an invention which I have called the "Art of Indivldual- 
ization." This is a method and an apparatus for making signals or 
messages non-interfering and non-lnterferable, and it is based on the 
use of a number of vibrations in combination. "

IN THE RAILROAD WORLC 


A fact of much Interest to the farm- 


ers of northern Now England IB point- 
ed out In the Febluary Issue of Noiff 
England Farms, the monthly agri- 
cultural bulletin Issued by the Boston 
and Maine'railroad, to the effect that 
favorable conditions for the success- 
ful production^ of potatoes are not 
confined to Aroostook county, In the 
northern corner of Maine, but aro 
general In other portions of that state, 
New Hampshire,,'Vermont nnd the 
upper portion of Massachusetts, pnr-' 
tlcularly In Maine and .Now Hamp- 
shire.

.It is also true that the same gen- 


eral methods of cultivation followed ini 
Aroostook are advisable In the re- 
mainder'of the New England area, 
with some modifications.. 
For In- 


stance, the rain fall in Aroostook Is 
much more extensive than 
further 


south, and It Is generally safe to al- 
low the potatoes to grow nearer the 
surface than would be advisable la 
other portions ^ 
While the season Is 


shorter further north, the periods of 
sunlight during the growing season 
are longer an% It is therefore well to 
plant earlier .further south. 
Most 


Aroostook growers, too, rotate every 
fourth year, but it would be better to 
grow potatoes o'h'ce In five, and this; 
rule, according to experts, applies as 
well to the known potato region. 


While Aroostook is reasonably surer 


of a plentiful rain fall, It la also a fact 
that there is'as much danger in. that 
section of too much rain for potatoes 
as there is In the regions further south, 
of not enough. Taken all In all-, the 
advantages enjoyed by the Aroostook 
growers do not commensurate, by far, 
for the superior marketing conditions 
enjoyed by farmers In all other parts 
of New England. 


The best soil for potatoes shouM 


tie not too heavy loam, well-drained. 
The "mixed drift," which prevails all 
over northern New England and as 
far west as the Appalachian range has 
proved to be excellent, and where It is 
underlaid by broken ledges there Is 
an additional advantage.

Potatoes are 
planted again the fifth year. Tho uso 
of-clover as an 
adjunct 
to potato 


rowing saves tho purchase of so 
much nitrogen at 18 cents per pound 
'n commercial fertilizer. 


Much of the land on which farmers 


desire to grow potatoes at the present 
line—isud- which will not cut over 
one-half or three-fourths of a ton of 
loor quality hay to the acre—Is un- 
fit for potatoes in Its present condl- 
-ion. 
Such land should be plowed, 


mrrowed thoroughly, seeded to clo- 
ver, and this should afterward bo 
nrned undpr. 
Fifteen hundred to 


two thousand, pounds of lime to the 
acre will aid Iu getting a stand of 
clover, hut this material should be 
cautiously used in short rotations for 
lotatoes.
